The state d epartmen t has n o

ten tion of withd rawin g the American 
forces, which are simply protectin g 
foreign lives an d property aid which 
have ord ers to con tin ue to d o 
so, 
it was said on Kellogg’s behalf. 
Reports tlin t 
American 
marin es 
an d bluejackets might soon be with­ 
d rawn have been published , based on 
the fact that there is n o lon ger ac­ 
tive warfare in the vicin ity of Puer­ 
to Cabezas, an d on statemen ts 
by 
the con servative govern men t that it 
was withd rawin g its forces from the 
cast coast, followin g liberal victor­ 
ies.

on the action of the gran d jury an d 
reviewin g the in vestigation from its 
in ception . The statemen t follows: 
The In d ian a Press 
Probe 
Com­ 
mittee, in its labors to expose fraud 
an d corruption brought so much po­ 
litical 
irregularity 
an d 
rascality 
to light that when the Marion coun ­ 
ty gran d jury assumed the right of 
con stituted authority to con tin ue the 
d evelopmen t of the probe our Com-' 
mittee carried on its work 
quietly 
an d gave way to the wid est latitud e 
on the part of the court. 
Eleven weeks of in vestigation has 
followed . The public has 
observed 
closely the d evelopmen t of tlie whole 
mess. The Probe 
Committee 
pur­ 
posely kept in the backgroun d . Wil­ 
liam Rern y , the In d ian apolis prose­ 
cutor, had charge of the work. 
He 
was sin cere an d earn est. 
The Collin s 
court jury was 
a 
stran ge assembly to 
start on . 
A t­ 
torn ey Gen eral Gilliom stepped 
in 
an d d eman d ed that 
he d efen d 
the 
hon or of the State. Prosecutor Remy 
appoin ted Ralph Kan e as his 
own 
special aid with Win . Schaffer 
as 
d eputy . Mr. Kan e was agreeable to 
our Probe Committee. 
The attorn ey gen eral an chored in 
the gran d jury room. Jud ge Gause, a 
former partn er of Govern or 
Jack­ 
son , sat through the eleven 
weeks’ 
proceed in gs. 


When this gran d jury gathered it 
appeared that all the stage was set 
to d efen d the political machin e an d 
the very officials who were most bit­ 
terly arraign ed . Prosecution at on ce 
felt the pressure of hostility . 
Steipn en son , in Michigan City pris­ 
on , sen t out letters from, the pen iten ­ 
tiary chargin g he was “ fram ed ” out 
of his liberty an d mon ey 
by 
the 
erooked est political machin e in 
the 
world . St#ve was the d iscard ed d ra­ 
gon of the Klan . Others had usurped 
his place of power. They 
composed 
the gan g Steve preten d ed to be after. 
In his political charges he said he 
had 
papers, 
d ocumen ts, 
n otes, 
checks an d photographs, of political 
fraud . Some of them were published . 
Stephen son cried aloud for the right 
to act. He said he wan ted 
to 
be 
“ allowed to talk.” He sen t 
word 
several times to the Probe Commit­ 
tee that he wan ted to talk an d would 
publish every thin g. 
Then he came out with 
an other 
exposure. He charged 
his 
lawy ers 
d ouble crossed him, took his mon ey 
an d obstructed his evid en ce in 
his 
trial. “ Sen d the ed itors an d a good 
lawy er to me,” he 
d eclared 
from 
between the bars. 
He claimed he was robbed of more 
than $100,000 in 
his 
trial. 
He 
claimed he « spen t $100,000 on 
the 
Marion Coun ty may oralty election . 
He claimed he spen t $275,000 on the 
Republican machin e in 1924. 
He? claimed he would expose poli­ 
tical corruption in the 
legislature, 
an d the con spiracy to loot the high­ 
way commission ; he 
claimed 
ho 
could expose the proposed raid 
on 
the pure food laws; 
the 
appoin t­ 
men ts to office; the 
bargain s 
he 
mad e with high officials, the jud ges, 
con gressmen ,» sen ators, may ors, etc., 
the public utilities 
d eals 
an d 
the 
con tribution s they mad e. 
A 
big 
d eal was claimed to be mad e 
with 
Govern or Jackson for the con trol of 
patron age. 
To an aly ze the facts, lon g before 
Stephen son squealed , the great mass 
of this scan d alous stuff was in every 
mouth. The Probe Committee 
had 
been workin g on it a y ear or more 
even in the last legislature; but the 
Probe Committee proper was organ ­ 
ized last May , before the 
primary 
an d con ven tion . Fifteen or 
sixteen 
n ewspaper men join ed in the hun t to 
run d own this fraud an d corruption . 
Some of them withd rew when 
the 
trail got hot an d twelve or fifteen re­ 
main ed .

In the spring or fall the first three 
things for a com club boy to think 
about are first where the corn wili 
be planted, second -the seed with 
which to plant the corn and third 
the testing of the corn. The three 
things are very im portant. 
1 chose my acre in b.ack soil and 
in place where w ater could not mo­ 
ther it. I used my seed corn saved 
from last year and tested the seed 
by the rag doll method. A fter au 
this is done and the soil ready for 
planting the next thing is to plant 
the corn and care for it. Taking care 
of the com is very necessary and is 
sometimes 
disheartening 
because 
there are so many things that feed 
upon the corn. Insects may destroy 
a corn crop and 
winds 
or storms 
may also destroy the crop. Although 
after all the 
troubles 
of 
a corn 
grower he learns man# new things 
each year, lie learns when to plant 
the corn, how to care for 
it and 
how to fight the insects that may 
attack the corn. 
The last thing in the fall is 
to 
pick out corn to win the 
contest 
that occurs the last of 
December 
and the first of January. To win the 
contest the corn must be solid, uni­ 
form, not too large and the ends 
must be well filled ous as well as the 
rows straight.

who 
watches 
these points will rank high in 
the 
contest.

He learns when to plant 
the corn, how to care for it and 
how to fight the insects that may 
attack the corn.

pick out corn to 'win the contest 
that ocfcars the last of 
December 


and the first of January. To win the 
contest the com must be solid, uni- 
form, not too large and the c/ids 
must be well filled ous as well as the 
rows straight. One who watches 
these points -will rank high in the 
contest.
